“One of our Aylng squadrons amployed
on hombardment dutles yesterday aevening
dropped I8 ahalls on the rallway station
at Conflans, In Jarnisy, and forced two
;]erman aeroplanen to alight In thelr
Ines.”

LE PRETRE ATTACK FAILS,

The communication given out by tha
Berlin War Office aayn:

“The nightly hand grenade attacks of
the enemy north and noerthwest of Bou-
chag were repulssd, In the Champpgns
distriet we muceesafully blaw up several
mines and occupied the borders of the
openings thus made.
